Petition is hereby made under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47(b) to be permitted to proceed with 
prosecution of the above-identified application absent the signature of the sole inventor, Andre 
Van Dyk. The grounds for the petition are set forth below and supported by the accompanying 
documentary evidence. 

The U.S. firm of Wenderoth, Lind & Ponack, L.L.P. (Wenderoth) represents the applicant 
of the above-identified application and receives its instructions fi-om McCallum Rademeyer & 
Freimond (McCallum), the South African attorneys for the assignee of the present application, 
NXCO International Limited. 

As is evidenced from a letter from McCallum to Wenderoth dated December 6, 2004 
(Exhibit A), unsuccessful attempts have been made to obtain the signature of Mr. Van Dyk on 
the Declaration. Attached correspondence from McCallum to Mr. Van Dyk dated July 26, 2004; 
September 2, 2004; September 20, 2004; October 14, 2004; December 14, 2004; and December 
17, 2004 (Exhibit B) provides evidence that nimierous attempts were made to have Mr. Van Dyk 
sign the Declaration, but that no response has been received from Mr. Van Dyk. In addition, the

correspondence in Exhibit B provides evidence that a full copy of the application was sent to Mr. 
Van Dyk along with the Declaration form for his signature.

(Exhibit A), at the time of the invention described in above-identified application, Mr. Van Dyk 
was in the full time employment of NXCO Mining Technologies Ltd, a South African company 
owned by NXCO Intemational Lunited, and in terms of the corporate government rules, all 
inventions and other intellectual property vested in NXCO Intemational Limited. Mr. Van Dyk 
signed such an agreement to this effect and, more pertinently, has assigned all rights in the 
above-identified application directly to NXCO Intemational Limited by an Assignment of Patent 
Application dated December 5, 2002 (Exhibit C). 

Accordingly, the Assignment of Patent Application dated December 5, 2002 (Exhibit C) 
establishes NXCO's proprietary interest in the above-identified appUcation. Further, NXCO 
states that the filing of the above-identified patent application is necessary to preserve the rights 
of the parties and to prevent irreparable damage. On the enclosed Declaration, the general 
manager of NXCO Intemational Limited, Mr. Edward Walenty Tota, has signed the Declaration 
on behalf of NXCO Intemational Limited. Mr. Tota is an authorized representative of the 
corporation.

As you know the declaration is outstanding. The application was filed in the name of the 
invention Andre van Dyk and at all it has been the intention for the application to be assigned to 
NXCO International Limited of Saffrey Square, Suite 205, Bank Lane, Nassau, Bahamas. 

The application has been filed on the instructions of NXCO and NXCO has met the cost thereof. 

The American application is based on an international application which in turn claimed priority 
from a South African provisional patent application. The international application and the South 
African application were also filed in the name of Andre van Dyk but under the direction of NXCO. 

Andre van Dyk was in the full time employment of NXCO Mining Technologies (Pty) Ltd a South 
African company owned by NXCO International Limited, and in terms of the corporate 
government njles all inventions and other intellectual property vested in NXCO International 
Limited. Andre van Dyk has signed an agreement to this effect and, more pertinently, in respect 
of the current invention and patent application, assigned all rights directly to NXCO International 
Limited in 2002. 

A dispute has arisen between Andre van Dyk and NXCO Mining Technologies (Pty) Ltd. This 
does not have to do with ownership of the invention but with the alleged misuse and 
unauthorized appropriation by Andre van Dyk of assets and facilities belonging to NXCO Mining 
Technologies (Pty) Ltd. It is probably due to this dispute that Andre van Dyk has refused to sign 
the declaration and the assignment. 

Please note that this application is one of five similar USA patent applications and in each 
instance the situation is the same.
